The anno uncement, credited to imperial headquarters 
and bro adcast by bo th the To ky o and Berlin radio s, said 
that American casualties also included ano ther battleship, 
three cruisers and a destro y er heav ily damaged.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27—(UP)—Japan has thro wn 
mighty land, sea and air forces against American po sitio ns 
in the Solomon islands with increasing reckless fury and 
at great cost in warships to both sides. 
An American carrier task force began to slug it o ut 
Monday (island time) with a powerful 
and apparently 
numerically superior Japanese fleet northeast 
o f Guadal­ 
canal. That was disclosed by the Navy last night sho rtly 
after it announced that the U. S. aircraft carrier Wasp w^s 
sunk by a Japanese submarine in the Solomons o n Sept. 1 5 
while covering reinforcements enroute to 
Guadalcanal. 
Shelled from the sea by Japanese warships, bo mbed 
and straffed from the air. U. S. marines and

I su ppose we mu st be brave and 
pu t these things off now for a 
little while. 
“When you are a little bigger 
you will know why you r daddy is 
not home so mu ch any more. You 
know, we have a b g cou ntry and 
w it, j we have ideals as to how people 
shou ld live. . . . Unfortu nately,

Ru ssia’s su ccessfu l resistance t.o 
German invasion was traced back 
to that cou ntry’s change to the 
Commu nist form of government 
and pu blic ownership of resou rces, 
when Dr. H u bert Phillips of Fres­ 
no State college addressed a Santa 
Ana au dience at Willard school 
last night, on the adu lt edu cation 
lectu re program. 
The reason the U.S. Army gen­ 
eral staff and Colonel Lindbergh 
had mistaken the Ru ssian capacity 
fo r warfare and expected her to 
fall easy prey to Germany was I 
partly becau se of a long campaign 
o f vilification of the Ru ssian lead­ 
ers, becau se of dislike for the 
form o f government there, said 
Dr. Phillips. 
Bu t while Ru ssian soldiers al-! 
ways have been good fighters with 
able generalship, one important 
difference has been in mechanized 


equipment, supplied under a new 
go v erment po licy which has mech­ 
anized all Russian activ ities since 
the rev o lutio n, said the speaker. 
Ano ther impo rtant difference, he 
said, was the change to public 
o wnership o f reso urces. 
Ru ssian leaders, 
he 
asserted, 
have sho wn themselv es to hav e 
r!"Xible minds, . willing 
to admit 
mistakes, as illu strated by Lenin’s 
New Economic Policy 
o f 19 21, and 
Stalin’s reversal of the to o -hasty

“ We knew submarines were in 
the vicinity so it was not possible 
to be too deliberate about leav­ 
ing the ship.

AMERICAN AND JAP 
FLEETS ABOUT EVEN 
W ASH IN G TO N , Oct. 27— (IN S ) 
—The remaining aircraft carrier 
fleets of the United States and 
Japan today were believed to be 
fairly evenly matched in the Pacif­ 
ic folowing heavy losses on both 
sides, including the sinking of the 
U.S.S. Wasp by an enemy submar­ 
ine. 
Loss of the speedy, 14.700-ton 
Wasp while she was engaged in 
covering the movement of rein­ 
forcements and supplies to embat­ 
tled American-held Guadalcanal 
island in the Solomons brought to 
three the number of such Amer­ 
ican ships destroyed to date. 
Since the United States entered 
the Pacific conflict with seven 
known carriers, losses to date ac­ 
count for more than 50 per cent 
of the original strength destroyed 
or put out of action. 
Japan’s losses have been much 
greater— seven sunk, one probably 
sunk and nine damaged—but the 
enemy still is believed to have four 
to six carriers left, mostly small 
ones. 
America’s stepped-up shipbuild­ 
ing program should give this na­ 
tion a numerically superiority in 
the near future. The Essex and the 
new Lexington are being rushed 
to completion 
following t h e i r 
launching.

ATTACK TARGETS 
Day and night the Allied air­ 
craft, including United S t a t e s 
bombers 
and 
fighters, 
roared 
over the desert battle ground, at­ 
tacking enemy targets in the bat­ 
tle area and Axis landing grounds 
behind the lines, a communique 
said. 
Fourteen of the Axis planes de­ 
stroyed over the desert were shot 
down by Allied fighters. One Mes- 
serschmitt was s e n t diving to 
earth by a light bomber and an­ 
other was blown down by ground 
fire. 
Ten Allied planes were reported 
missing from

and the defense of Malta. 
A W A ITS FULL FORCE 
The tricky German, Rommel, as 
was expected, was awaiting the 
full fcrce of the Allied offensive 
behind miles and rri’es of inter­ 
laced mme fields, barbed wire ob- 
Miu.CwOns and machine-gun nnts, 
placed so his artillery could be 
concentrated on the advancing A l­ 
lied troops. 
But on the fourth day of the 
all-out effort to destroy Rommel 
and his forces, the Allies still were 
masters in 
the desert sky and 
their infantry was reported wedg­ 
ed into the Axis defenses on a 
wide front. 
CAPTURE PRISONERS 
The main blow of the Eighth 
army was yet to fall. 
The first 1450 Axis prisoners, 
600 of them said to be Germans, 
were moving to the British rear 
for internment. Much hard fight­ 
ing still was in store for the Allied 
ground troops before the elaborate 
Axis lines could be ground down 
and made ready for the accustom­ 
ed type of desert war of move­ 
ment. 
While the Axis was reported to 
have made several 
small scale 
counterattacks 
with 
tanks, 
all 
these were said to have been 
smashed. The main German tank 
forces had not yet been encoun­ 
tered. 
The Eighth army has been re­ 
ceiving, and apparently can count 
on in the future, stronger air sup­ 
port than the Germans and Ital­ 
ians have given their troops, al­ 
though the Axis put more planes 
aloft yesterday than in the first 
two days of the battle. 
Heavy German bombers were 
flown to the desert front from 
Crete in an effort to retaliate 
against telling blows.

W illkie dramatized the s m a l l 
flow of munitions to certain of 
our Allies by comparing an im­ 
portant warehouse for American 
supplies to his own 10-room home 
in Rushville, Ind., and reporting 
that they were about the same 
size, and that the warehouse was 
far from full, although it was sup­ 
posed to be a major center for 
distribution of our aid.

Anno uncement o f new reduced premium rates o n auto 
public liability and pro perty damage that will bring sav ings 
o f tho usands o f do llars to Orange co unty residents was made 
to day by o fficials o f the Orange Co unty Asso ciatio n o f 
Insurance Agents.

NUMB E R S DO NOT COR R E CT WR ONGS 


A common fallacy tha t has been creeping over 
the American people is that they come to believe 
that a grou p of people have a right to do a thing 
collectively that an individu al has no right to do. 
We seem to come to believe that we can col­ 
lectively tak e by force from an individu al the 
fru its of his labor and give him nothing in retu rn, 
or we can limit fas rights to trade and in so doing 
will be in harmony with ju stice and natu ral law7 
if it is done by the m ajority. There is no cou rse of 
action that is more dangerou s to a practical 
democracy than this k ind of a belief. If an act is 
wrong for an individu al, many people doing the 
same act, in no way mak es it right. A bare m a­ 
jority or a 99 per cent m ajority does not m ak e an 
act right, when the act is not right for an indi­ 
vidu al to do.

MAN POWER WASTE 
Million Too Many in Federal Jobs 
(Los Angeles Examiner) 
Congressional hearings have tu rned a spot­ 
light on the “man power shortage’' in the United 
States in a m anner that shou ld shak e the political 
stru ctu re of the cou ntry to its fou ndations.* 
Major 
General Lewis B. Hershey, national 
selective service director, operated this spotlight 
by disclosing to the Senate m ilitary 
affairs com­ 
m ittee that five and one-half million people are 
on the payrolls of Federal, state and local Gov­ 
ernment. 
Terming this a “lu xu ry we cannot afford," 
General Hershey declared: 
"It seems to me that five and a half million 
employes is too large a proportion of man power 
to be u sed in a lu xu ry Government.” 
Su pplementing this disclosu re, Sena:or Harry 
F. Byrd of Virginia remark ed that rou ghly half 
of the total Government personnel in the cou ntry 
is in the Federal employ, and commented; 
“Ou t of the 2,500,000 Federal employes scat­ 
tered throu gh Washington and other citi 
one- 
third or some 800.000 cou ld bo eliminated. 
“Not only 
w ou l d this elimination not harm 
the fu nctioning 
of 
the Government, it 
wou ld 
actu ally resu lt in increased efficiency. 
“There are so many employes new, particu ­ 
larly in non-defense work , that many of them

It is indeed a “lu xu ry we cannot afford” to 
have this palpable waste of manpower, at a time 
when shortage of hands is obstru cting the w ar 
and prolonging it and raising the spectre of 
losing it. 
General Hershey and Senator Byrd are to be 
commended for spotlighting this grave weak ness 
in the American w ar program. 
While it is nothing new that has been dis­ 
closed 
since excessive political patronage has 
always bu rdened the cou ntry grievou sly even in 
peacetime- it is something more u nnecessary than 
ever before and something less excu sable than 
ever before and something infinitely more costly 
and dangerou s than ever before. 
Long before the war, Senator Byrd pointed ou t 
the possibility and necessity of saving two billion 
debars annu ally throu gh cu rtailm ent of u nessen­ 
tial Federal expenditu res, and implored the Con­ 
gress to give the American people the benefit of 
su ch a saving. 
Bu t neither before nor since the w ar has the 
Congress done so, or seriou sly attem pted to do so. 
America is paying a dire price for that neglect 
—flaying it in term s of insu fficient w ar produ c­ 
tion and u ndermanned armed forces and of strin­ 
gently redu ced consu mer goods of all k inds, in­ 
clu ding food. 
Let u s dispense with this bu rden of “lu xu ry” 
Government. 
It was responsible for the deplorable u npre- 
naivdness of America for this war. It is obstru cting 
ou r su ccessfu l condu ct of the war. It constitu tes 
a grave threat to ou r winning of the war.

Adoption of a white man into 
the Kou rias tribe of Indians was 
witnessed yesterday by more than 
200 persons invited to the cere­ 
mony at. the Kroener-Wedge ranch 
in the hills of Orange P ark Acres 
when Ru dy Kroener of the home 
was given the name of Ou chitata 
(Blu e W ater) by Chief Tahachee 
of the tribe. Kroener for many 
years has been a stu dent of In­ 
dian lore. 
A program of Indian songs and 
dances, inclu ding the bird dance, 
was given by tfte chief’s wife, 
Neou eana, a member of the Chero- 
kees, and by Little Fox, his son. 
The trio and a nu mber of mem­ 
bers of other tribes were in cos­ 
tu me, and Indian nu mbers were 
au gmented by songs in English 
with gu itar and tom-tom accompa­ 
niments. Mrs. Marco Forster of 
San Ju an Capistrano, a gu est, sang 
a solo. 
Mr. and Mrs. Richard Wedge 
and Kroener received gu ests in 
the terraced garden. A fter the ou t- 
of-door ceremony a nd program 
Chief Tahachee gave a talk abou t 
a beau tifu l ru g owned by t h e 
hosts, the designs of which, the 
chief stated, symbolize the religion 
of all Indian tribes of 
N o r t h 
America and which m ight be call­ 
ed their bible. The chief explained 
the meaning of variou s 
I nd i a n 
dances, inclu ding the snake dance 
and grass dance. The deer dance 
is given, he said, to pay a tribu te 
to the deer if any have been killed 
for food or skins, and this is the 
only reason, he stated, that ani­ 
mals ever are killed by Indians. 
An exhibition of bu llwhip snap 
ping was given by Mr. and Mrs 
E. O. Mickle, father and m other 
of the motion pictu re star, Monte 
Montana, in costu mes of the Old 
West.
